After circling- the patch of oil sev- 
eral times one pilot was able to 
sea that oil was constantly coming 
to the surface from below. In the 
center o£ the patch was something 
which looked like a fender but could 
not Immediately be identified. 


The patch covered an area of four 


or five square miles and was locat- 
ed about three miles south of Port- 
land bill, some distance from where 
British ships have been searching.

since the search began a diver was 
able to reach the bottom of the cKan 
nel at a point where one of several 
objects was being investigated.' He 
has not been able yet, however, to 
locate the obstruction to a sweep 
which was being dragged over the 
bottom when the object was located.

ly the entire flotilla of the British 
navjr which was searching for the 
British submarine M-2 which sank 
in the British channel Tuesday was 
moved to a new location today eight 
miles away from the spot previously 
searched. 
Although hope for rescue of the 


three score members of the 
sub' 


marine's crew wa<i almost entirely 
given up because the time limit of 
the supply of oxygen in the ship was 
practically expired, the shift 
was 


made because of the tragic possibil- 
ity that the search of the last two 
days may have been conducted at 
the wrong place. 


The new search was begun at the 


spot where Captain Howard of the 
coastwise steamer Tynesider said 
last night he saw the submarine go 
down, although he did not know at 
the time the tragic significance of 
its disappearance beneath the sur- 
face of the sea. 


The captain 
continued 
on to 


Gravelines, France and was rushed 
from there this morning to the loca- 
tion he named. 


Push Desperate Search 


The new search took on a des- 


perate and dramatic intensity as the 
day advanced and only a few hours 
remained in which

alive.

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A TASK WORTHY OF THE 


LEGION 


Unemployment and its attendant 


miseries is in a fair way to be routed 
out of Appleton now that the Ameri- 
can legion has gone after it. Organ- 
izing under competent leadership, the 
veterans of the World war are deter- 
mined that every man and woman 
who wants to work shall have the op- 
portunity. 


The legion is tackling a big job, 


but these war veterans are accus- 
tomed to big jobs. Some thirteen or 
fourteen years ago they faced an im- 
measurably greater task, one that 
seemed all but impossible, but the 
greater the difficulty the greater the 
resolution to carry on. This spirit has 
never left these boys, now rapidly tak- 
ing their places as the industrial, busi- 
ness and political leaders of our com- 
munity. Their audaciousness probably 
has been mellowed somewhat by in- 
creasing age, but the fighting spirit 
that saw them through the dark days 
of the Champagne and the Argonne 
burns as brightly as ever. 


That kind of spirit is required to ac- 


complish the task Oney Johnston post 
has set out for itself in Appleton. This 
is not the first attempt in this com- 
munity to produce employment. It has 
been a hard, uphill fight, requiring 
the maximum in courage and sacri- 
fice. That the previous efforts to pro- 
duce employment did not succeed in 
the measure that was hoped is no dis- 
credit to those "who tried, but it does 
illustrate the difficulty of the under- 
taking.' 


Acquainted with these past efforts 


but undismayed by the experiences, 
Oney Johnston post is resolutely or- 
ganizing itself for a determined cam- 
paign. It is again picking up a 
task 
that the 
more conservative 


or perhaps the more timid have called 
impossible. These men, however, have 
tackled the seemingly impossible be- 
fore and this is no new experience. 


Their effort is directed along most 


worthy lines. One hears a great deal 
of sympathy for the unemployed, but 
sympathy doesn't pay the rent nor 
buy the baby's shoes. The legion too 
has sympathy for the unemployed, but 
it is expressing this sympathy in a 
most tangible form, by helping them 
find the work they so much desire. 


It is of course needless to suggest 


that the legion is entitled to the sup- 
port of every individual, every insti- 
tution and every agency in this heroic 
effort. There is no selfishness in the 
legion's program. Very few members 
of Oney Johnston post are out of em- 
ployment and they are being cared 
for, so the campaign is in the main de- 
signed to help the men who have no 
connection with the veterans' organ- 
ization. Their service in this instance 
is as unselfish as it was in 1917 and 
1918 and deserves the same measure 
of sympathy, applause and tangible 
support that was extended in those 
trying days. 


THE COTTON SURPLUS 


Cotton producers who depend upon 


that staple as their "money crop" are 
faced with the brutal fact that "the 
world's supply of American cotton for 
the fiscal year of 1932-33 has already 
been produced." So warns Peter Mol- 
yneaux in the Texas Weekly. 


This is a harsh fact for the cotton 


farmer wholly dependent upon this 
crop for his living, yet this year's acre- 
age is expected to be as large as ever. 
It is a condition that has as yet defied 
solution except through the process 
of crop diversification. 


The seemingly hopeless plan of leg- 


islating a curtailment of cotton acre- 
age was attempted, but Texas was the 
only state able to enact an operative 
law on the subject, which, it may be 
taken for granted, will not be enforced 
in view of the failure of other states 
to provide similar Ia\vs. 
- The Farm Board has found that it 


no other solution. Its attempt to 


control prices has been a woeful and 
expensive failure. 


Only a world miracle can change 


this situation. It cannot be solved by 
passing a law. 


Either we must find new uses for 


cotton or curtail the output. 


"INFLUENCING" LEGISLATORS 


Eugene Clifford, the only Democrat 


in the state senate, was slapped in the 
face by a seventy year old member 
of his party at the Fond du Lac meet, 
because he was voting against this 
man's judgment of the way a Demo- 
crat should vote. 


Senator Clifford is an unhappy re- 


cipient of the 'mob hysteria that is get- 
ting more frenzied every year in try- 
ing to affect the votes of legislators. 


It started this session when some 


alleged farmers, who spend a lot of 
their time in politics, led by a farmers' 
band of city folks, and dragging along 
a goat for the purpose of insulting a 
circuit judge because he did the right 
as it was given him to see it,' sought 
also to make a deep impression upon 
the authorities at Madison. These 
methods are becoming increasingly 
evident at every session of the legis- 
lature. The trial of Raihle now on at 
Madison for alleged attempt to bribe 
a legislator is their natural outgrowth. 
The personal assault 
upon Senator 


Clifford is another. 


Members of the legislature 
com- 


plain because they are deluged by peti- 
tions signed by heavens knows whom, 
which is no more childish than getting 
business men to send in SO to 100 tele- 
grams a day to show the representa- 
tives in the legislature how the people 
back home feel. This organized prop- 
aganda comes very far from express- 
ing anything reliable concerning pub- 
lic sentiment. 


It is a theory of government based 


upon the idea that a legislator should 
never be a Webster, a Clay, a James 
G. Elaine or a Tom Reed, never should 
be independent, but instead should be 
a Jim Watson or worse if possible. He 
should have a furtive eye, a scared 
look, the backbone of a jellyfish, the 
mind of a moron. He should, before 
he votes on any subject, look out the 
window to see the size of the demon- 
stration, or walk down the corridors 
to see how many assault or denounce 
him. 


DISTRIBUTION OF RAILWAY 


EARNINGS 


In view of the discussion of wage 


reductions 'now going on in Chicago 
between railroad labor and operating 
executives, an analysis of the yearly 
distribution of railway gross income 
is of interest. 


Figures for 1931 are not available, - 


but the Bureau of Railway Economics 
is authority for a graphic portrayal 'of 
1930 income distribution, using one 
day as the unit of measure. 


Wages took by far the largest part 


of their gross income. It required the 
earnings of one hundred fifty-six days, 
or a little more than the amount re- 
ceived during the first five months, to 
pay employees. Locomotive fuel ab- 
sorbed 19 days' earnings and 66 days' 
income was expended for material and 
supplies. It required another 29 days' 
receipts to pay for additional operating 
expenses, or a total of 270 days to cov- 
er complete operating cost. 


Taxes accounted for 24 days' income, 


and interest, rent and other fixed 
charges used up 51 more, leaving 20 
days' earnings available for dividends. 


Reduced income for 1931 is report- 


ed in many cases of Class I roads to 
have wiped out the 20 days of income 
that was available in 1930 for the pay- 
ment of dividends and to have serious- 
ly cut into that part of the income 
necessary for 
the payment of fixed 


charges. 


An equitable distribution of this in- 


come is the essence of the labor-oper- 
ator conference. The spirit which has 
been manifest thus far in the discus- 
sion is prophetic of a satisfactory re- 
adjustment of the wage distribution. 
This spirit of cooperation comes from 
a mutual understanding of a common 
problem.

,vhen their masters happen to remain 
quite well. This one bobs up in the 
most solemn discourses on health 
and sickness every little while. So 
I've been discounting 
every yarn 


about gandhi more or less, except 
the ones describing his attire. Ac- 
cording to the news pictures there 
s not much to discount about that. 


When the rumor was rife that the 


Mahatma contemplated 
a visit to 


one or more of these United States 
my interest in the 
man bounded 


ligh. I began to lay tentative plans 
for an interview with the man him- 
self; I dared to hope I might even 
wangle the opportunity to put him 
thru a regular physical or health ex- 
amination. 
I believe several reafl- 


ers would like to know something 
about the physical health of the holy 
man. Anyway I would. Or rather, 
I thought I would.

hatma Gandhi has had a great fall.

came In a little

Washington—It Is a city man—a 


STew Yorker—who has emerged as 
,he titular head of the "progressive" 
cause In the house 
of representa- 


tives. 


In the minds of most people, the 


Independent cause Is associated with 
agrarian disaffection. 
One . woull 
hardly expect a man who represents 
a district that begins 
at Fifth av- 


enue and East 120th street In New 
York to be in sympathy with such 
a cause. 


But Fiorello La Guardia Is. 
He has stepped forward 
and as- 


sumed the role of chieftain. And he 
has brought to the job a militancy 
that promises much. 
La Guardia has been a lone bat- 


tler for the cause In the past. Ever 
since "Old Bob" LaFollette's ill-fated 
presidential crusade In 1924 the pro- 
gressive 
group 
in the house has 


amounted to little as a group. They 
kept the name, but that was about 
all.But with the coming of the Seven- 
ty-second congress and its close p"o- 
Itlcal division came a rebirth of 
progressive hopes. 


They're Active Now 


La Guardia stepped 
forward as 


the leader of some six or eight In 
the group. It is not a definite bloc. 
There is no visible 
organization. 
They refer to themselves as "legisla- 
tive Individualists." 
But they are active. It is no un- 


common sight to see them grouped 
on the floor of the house when Im- 
portant legislation la being consid- 
ered. "La Guardia Is In the center. 
Around him are Kvale of Minneso- 
ta, Amlie and Boileau of Wisconsin 
and the others. 
La Guardia is attracted to the in- 


dependents because he says he al- 
ways has been in accord with their 
legislative ideals. His humanitarian- 
Ism has carried him 
at times far 


from the Interests of his city dis- 
trict. 
There Is, for example, his excur- 


sion into the mine section of Penn- 
sylvania several years ago during 
:abor disturbances. 
Quietly and unanounced, he spent 


a week in the coal mine region In- 
vestigating conditions. 
Then 
he 


came back to the floor of the house 
and described 
things 
as he saw 


:hem. 
Hard Worker 


Short, fiery and irrepressible, he 


has the reputation of being one of 
the hardest workers in congress. He 
tackles everything. Few bills come 
to the floor of the house that he 
doesn't know something about. The 
range of his interest In legislation is 
remarkable. 
An expert 
parliamentarian, La 


Guardia relies on this knowledge of 
the rules of the house to g-ain advan- 
tage.

X*-th» course of his remarks on 


Monday night Under Secretary of 
the Treasury, Mr. Ogden L. Mills, 
said that in view of the fact that 
commodity prices, both 
wholesale 


and retail, that 
security 
rallies, 


wages, corporate and other business 
budgets and 
now 
governmental 


budgets, have been and are 
being 


subject to 
drastic readjustments, 


"credit expansion 
must be looked 


upon as constructive and desirable 
rather than as Inflationary and dan- 
gerous." Just what dpes this mean? 
It is proposed that banks 
should 


lend 
money more freely. 
Why 


haven't they been lending freely, 
and what has happened that Justi- 
fies them in altering their policy? 
• * * 
' 


One way to approach these ques- 


tions is to begin by fixing in mind 
the chief reasons -why credit is so 
contracted. They are: first, that at 
the lower price levels due 
to the 


world-wide deflation, it has 
teen 


difficult if not impossible for many 
producers to earn fixed charges at 
the old costs of production; there- 
fore, there has been a scarcity of 
really solvent borrowers. Second, the 
enormous number of bank failures 
has frightened 'depositors, and sol- 
vent bankers have to keep 
great 


quantities of cash or its equivalent 
on hand ready to pay out on demand 
from depositors. 
Third, the great 


deficits in government 
accounts. 
Federal, state and municipal, have 
meant that unless a policy of bold 
retrenchment and bold taxation was 
adopted, the 
government 
would 


have to force masses of bonds upon 
the banks which would then, In or- 
der to remain liquid, have to 
sell 


other securities. Fourth, the banks 
have had 'to stand ready to give Tip 
gold without hesitation to foreigners 
who had money on deposit in Amer- 
ica. 


These four principal factors, un- 


adjusted domestic costs of produc- 
tion, hoarding of money by frighten- 
ed bank depositors, unbalanced gov- 
ernment budgets, and 
uncertainty 


about foreign money held here, have 
combined and aggravated each oth- 
er in a vicious spiral of credit defla- 
tion. 


* * * 
. . . 


The 
so-called 
anti-deflationary 


program is designed to deal with all 
these factors. As to the first of them 
the adjustment of the costs of pro- 
duction, the government's part is 
confined to withdrawing- the com- 
mitments of two years ago that the 
pre-depression wage rates must • be 
maintained. 
The actual 
readjust- 


ment of costs is in process, and it 
includes, of course, riot merely a. re- 
duction of wage rates but of sal- 
aries, dividends, operating expendi- 
tures, and in many cases of capital 
charg.es. Just how far it is necessary 
to -go, here is a matter for 
which 


there Is no general rule. It has gone 
far; undoubtedly, especially as 
to 


capital structure, 
it will in many 


cases have to go much further. In 
any event it is known and generally 
accepted that in order to 
e—pand 


credit the borrowers must be sol- 
vent at levels below those prevailing 
before the depression. 


As to the hoarding of money, part 


of the remedy comes from the fact 
that thousands 
of the 
weakest 


banks—over 9,000 in the last eleven 
years, and over 3,500 since the de- 
pression 
began—have 
already 


closed. The rest of the remedy lies 
In concerted action through the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation to 
•top further important bank 
fail- 


ures. The more quickly and success- 
fully this agency acts at the very 
beginning the less it will be called 
upon ultimately to do. For hoarding 
will atop when the people are con- 
vinced that the banks are safe. It 
will not stop any sooner. 


The third factor—the danger of 


huge government 
borrowing—has 


been-met at the most vital point by 
evidence that there exists a non-par- 
tisan agreement in Washington on 
fundamental principles. It Is agreed 
that the revenues must be Increased 
by taxation and expenditures reduc- 
ed by" economies, and that the pub- 
lic debt shall not be increased after 
July 1. This Is a very considerable 
promise, and If it can be consum- 
mated, an extraordinary achieve- 


ment In the year of a Presidential 
election. 
• • • 


As to the fourth factor—the pos- 


sible withdrawal of foreign balances 
—there is nothing to be done except 
to .pay them out as fast, and, if pos- 
sible, a little faster than any one 
abroad chooses to demand 
them. 


This is what the Federal Reserve 
System did last October with great 
courage and with high success. As 
a matter of fact the willingness to 
pay off foreign depositors plus the 
other measures—the 
readjustment 


of domestic costs, the stopping of 
domestic hoarding, and the balanc- 
ing of budgets—cannot fail to go far 
to^deprive European depositors of 
the reasons which Incite them to 
make withdrawals. 
The complete 


answer to their fears, which in the 
present state of the world, are only 
natural, Is to 
show 
that 
their 


money is not really needed 
here. 


Then they will be very much more 
eager to leave it here. 
* * * 


"Whether all of this is to be called 


inflation or anti-deflation is mere 
verbiage. If it has to be 
described 


with catchwords, It might be said 
that the present American policy is 
to reduce production costs and gov- 
ernmental costs in order to make it 
profitable for borrowers to borrow 
and safe for lenders to 
lend, 
and 


thus to bring the economic system 
back into balance. It is a policy de- 
signed to justify the expansion of 
credit to solvent producers, and has 
nothing whatever to do with infla- 
tion by the printing press.

nage increase these countries must 
import large quantities.

government shall thereby declare to 
the world that we shall refuse to 
furnish fuel for this flame." 


Dill said the state

could not stop arms shipments un- 
der present law. The bill provides 
a penalty of not more than $10,000 
fine and a, sentence of not more than 
two years in prison or both.

than onenslxth ot our total foreign 
investments throughout the world, 
andis far and away larger than our 
Investment in any 
other 
foreign 


country save Canada. Finally, it is 
ten times the amount of gold and 
foreign exchange for currency cover 
in the German Reichsbank. 


U. 8. Stake Is 4 Billion 


This flow of American money into 


Germany, unprecedented in magni- 
tude, was equally unprecedented in 
suddenness, and in speed. Virtually 
all of these sums, 
equivalent 
to 


around 1 per cent of America's to- 
tal estimated national wealth, flow- 
ed Into Germany from the latter 
part o£ 1924 to the latter part of 
1929. In the incredibly short space 
of five years, these vast 
balances 


were transferred, and for the most 
part with no more noise than the 
scratching of the pens on the ledg- 
ers that recorded the most enormous 
investment process in financial his- 
tory. 
As an alteration of the current of 


the Gulf Stream would change the 
weather conditions 
in the 
'conti- 


nents bordering on the Atlantic, so 
the American stream of credits to 
Germany has changed the financial 
and political climate of 'that part of 
the world most economically impor- 
tant for us. And just as the effects 
of the Gulf 
Stream's 
wandering 


would only slowly become apparent, 
so it has taken us a long time to 
realize that we can no longer look 
at European events with the tran- 
quility of 1923. 


For our freshly planted stake in 


Germany is not merely the 
three 


billion dollars represented in the 
many varieties of our direct invest- 
ments and 
trade 
interests. 
This 


stake rises to around four billion dol- 
lars when the fact is considered that 
a German "collapse" would involve 
neighboring countries where at least 
another billion of American money 
is tied up. And the stake rises to 
the 
astronomic 
proportions 
of 


around ten billion dollars when it 
is taken into account that the inter- 
ally debts due to America have a 
capital value at 5* per cent of $5,- 
600,000,000 and that America's debt- 
ors appear to be resolved that this 
sum shall be placed in jeopardy if 
Germany ceased paying reparations. 


The question at this point is not 


debate as to the 
disadvan- 


tages, 
advantages, 
desirability or 


h, undesirability of the cancellation of 


the interally debts or of reparations. 
Here it is only necessary to make 
clear to what an extent America 
has already become financially in- 
volved in Germany, how futile is 
the natural wish to wash our hands 
of her and of Europe's affairs. No 
amount of regret, recrimination or 
ot irritation at the incorrigible quar- 
rels of a. continent whose hostilities 
will ever remain partly inexplicable 
to us can change the accomplished 
face of our huge interest here.

"What we can or should do about it 


is a question that can only be ans- 
wered, if at all, after we are clear 
as to the dimensions and character 
of this interest. In view of the fre- 
quent question "Why bother with 
Europe?" it is worth while pausing 
for a view of one concrete reason 
why we cannot avoid the necessity. 


It is impossible to visit our loans 


in Germany. We cannot walk around 
them and admire or regret their 
size. But American participation in 
German firms and American owner- 
ship of factories in uermany is a 
sufficiently large part of our total 
investment here to make a visit to 
the largest of these factories a les- 
son instructive in many respects. 


A long, truncated triangle, the Op- 


el Works lies in the valley ot the 
River Main, near the Rhineland's 
fuel supply, origin of the concen- 
tration of German industry in this 
part of the country. The single giant 
smoke-stack 
bearing 
the 
name 


"Opel" stands in the center of 150 
square miles of land, occupied in 
part by factory buildings with a to- 
tal floor area of about 100 square 
miles. In those buildings could be 
produced 600 automobiles and 6,000 
bicycles daily, enough automobile^ 
daily, enough automot>iles in a year 
to satisfy nearly three tunes the 
highest annual consumption of auto 
mobiles m Germany, enough bicycles 
to satisfy the demand of the entire 
•world in a boom year. It Is not only 
the largest bicycle ractory in the 
world, and the largest automobile 
factory in Germany, but its capacity 
for producing automobiles is larger 
than the capacity or all the other 
German automobile plants put to- 
gether. 


When General Motors took up the 


Ford gauntlet In the battle for su- 
premacy in the world market, one of 
the richest and least satisfied mar- 
kets on 
the globe 
-was 
plainly 


Germany, and the most obvious first 
step necessary was to get inside 
•the German customs barrier. 


Germany, largest European coun- 


try besides Russia in point of pop 
ulation, most heavily Industrialized 
country in Europe, possesses but one 
car to every ninety-nine inhabitants, 
Stands seventeenth among all na- 
tions in the per capita census of 
nutomobiles. But Germany has a 
customs tariff that brings the price 
of «, car costing $600 in America to 
around ?750 in Germany. To get in

The export sec- 
tion of the Opel plant was the bus- 
iest of all and its export record most 
interesting for the evidence it ren- 
ders as to the economic possibilities 
inherent in at least one American 
investment in Germany. 


For in the year 1931 Opel increas- 


ed its exports from 1,354 to 7,092 
cars. The absolute figures are not 
impressive. They mean that Opel had 
sold 65 per cent of all German cars 
sold abroad, and this in a year when 
consumers' purchasing- power was 
declining all over the world and bar- 
riers to trade multiplying' over night. 
The figures are merely an index to 
the competitive energy of the plant, 
to the economic advantages of op- 
erating within the wor-cl-wide organ- 
ization of a master tmsr. 


Other aspects of the Opel record 


support the opinion of rae company's 
treasurer, Edward Palmer, that if 
politics had not conspired with the 
world creditN crisis to paralyze the 
market, the General Motors Ger- 
man in vestment^ would tie no cause 
of worry. Out of total German auto- 
mobile sales of 138,282 in 1929. Opel 
had 32,832, or 23.7 per cent; out of 
96,309 in 1930, Opel had 24,563, or 
25.5 per cent; out ot es,6S2 in 1931. 
Opel had 19,389, or 28.3 per 
cent, 


and thus over the last two severe 
years maintained a steady rise in 
its share of the German market. 


Opel Works "Exports Increasing 
Even today, when every country 


in the world and presumably most 
export concerns in 
me world 
are 


showing a decline in exports, the 
Opel Works are increasing theirs. 
We stood in the export department 
and watched the qrating of cars, 
their dispatch to the far end of the 
earth, to the G. M. C. assembly 
plants 
in 
Antwerp. Copenhagen. 


Stockholm, Buenos Aires, Sao Paulo, 
and direct to a dozen countries of 
the Far East. 


In 1929, out of a total German ex- 


port of 7,784 Opel exported 2,408, or 
30.9 per cent; in 1930, out of a total 
export of 5,665 Opel exported 1,354, 
or 23 per cent, and In 1931, out of a 
total export of 10,800 opel exported 
7,092 cars, or 7 per cent. The slump 
in Opel exports in 1929 and 1930 was 
during the period wnen they were 
preparing to get out tftelr new type 
of small light cheap car, now sell- 
ing, according to their claims, at 25 
per cent less than their next com- 
petitor. 


TJhe price level's obvious and start- 


ling effect upon exports substanti- 
ates the argument 
of 
economists 


who see price reduction in finished 
products as a prime factor in -world 
recovery. One reason wTiy this price 
level was possible is the fact that 
since General Motors took over the 
Opel plant rationalization and the ap- 
plication, of American methods have 
enabled the factory, according to its 
managers, to do with 7,000 men the 
work that previously was done with 
13,000. 


To offer complete evidence of the 


total sum of American investments 
in Germany is a painful process. In 
the first place because 
the total 


shows such a discouragingly 
large 


sum of frozen capital. But to attain 
the goal of understanding 
clearly 


the dimensions of America's compul- 
sory interest in this part of Europe, 
and in order that there 
may be no 


charge of exaggeration as to these 
dimensions, it Is necessary to put 
the calculation on the record. It may 
alleviate the tedium 
of 
reading 


many-figured sums if it is kept in 
mind that each one of these figures 
is merely a part 
of the testimony 


that the total of our minimum im- 
mediate stake here comes to about 
?25 a piece for 
every 
citizen of 


America. The extreme accentuation 
of the world economic 
crisis that 


came about through the temporary 
freezing of foreign investments in 
Germany should be sufficient proof 
that these investments also affect in- 
directly the economic welfare of all 
Americans 
and other foreigners 


even if they have no direct holding 
of capital in this country. 


84 American Plants Erected 


The Opel Works arc but the most 


outstanding example 
of one cate- 


gory of American investments in 
Germany and it is not even certain 
that the Opel Works really repre- 
sent the largest direct American in- 
vestment in material property in 
Germany. Eighty-four 
exclusively 


American plants have been erected 
in Germany since 
1924, and the 


variety of their activities is another 
evidence of the variety of American 
interests here. They manufacture 
agricultural 
implements, 
automo- 


tive products, chemicals, 
electrical 


equipment, foodstuffs, Iron, steel and 
hardware, 
machinery, 
minerals 


shoes and leather goods, specialtieb 
and textiles. In the German General 
Electric, "A. E. G.," American parti- 
cipation has been estimated at $30, 
000,000; in other German electrical 
concerns at upward of $17,000,000 
Taking Into consideration all varie- 
ties of American participation and 
outright ownership of German firms, 
the total value of this category is 
estimated by American bankers in 
Berlin to be about $300,000,000. 


Two other closely 
related cate- 


gories are American holdings of Ger- 
man real estate, and American hold 
ings oi shares in 
German stock- 


companies.. Total foreign real estate 
holdings in Germany are estimated 
by the Reichsbank 
to be 
around 


$360,000,000 and of this sum around 
$200,000,000 is believed to be in the 
hands of Americans. 


It is particularly difficult to esti- 


mate the value of American owner- 
ship of German stocks, Inasmuch as 
the long closure 
of the 
German 


bourse, the practical impossibility 
of liquidating foreign holdings and 
the laws to regulate dealing in for- 
eign exchange have made the fixing 
of a fair price out of the question. 
Reckoning, however, with the price 
at time 
ot purchase, 
American 


bankers in Berlin 
have estimated 


that the total American holdings of 
German stocks 
would 
be around 


$300,000,000.

American long-term loans in Ger- 


many were estimated by the United 
States Department of Commerce in 
1931 as totaling *1,420,000,000. This 
sum corresponds very nearly to the

port as America's share of German 
long-term loans and applying: it to 
the later 
figures 
Issued 
by the 


Reichsbank for the 
total of such 


loans. It may therefore be accepted 
as the best possible estimate. 
The 


sum named represents 
the issue 


value, and this value, of course, has 
declined as much as 50 per cent on 
the market, but Germany 
has de- 


faulted on none of her 
securities, 


and as long 
as the interest 
and 


amortization 
are paid 
the issue 


value may be taken 
as the actual 


value. 


Most of these securities are Gov- 


ernment guaranteed 
or controlled 


corporate issues. Municipal and oth- 
er Government public 
utility com- 


pany bonds, according to the Uni- 
ted States Department of Commerce, 
amount to nearly $235,000,000, while 
Government guaranteed banking ob- 
ligations total $167,000,000. 
About 


$290,000,000 of American long-term 
capital is employed In public utilities 
in Germany, over 
$330,000,000 
in 


manufacturing, and $210,000,000 in 
banking. A total of about 130 sepa- 
rate German security issues are rep- 
resented in the American portfolio. 


Our short-term holdings in Ger- 


many are more difficult to estimate, 
since withdrawals have continued 
despite the various standstill agree- 
ments or in accordance with them. 
Furthermore, 
the total figure of 


Germany's indebtedness 
has been 


subject to much alteration by vari- 
ous authorities. 
Taking, however, 


the Layton report as a basis, and 
applying to it the corrections dis- 
covered by the Reichsbank in its 
subsequent investigations, the total 
short-terrn>indebtedness of Germany 
toward the end of 1931 amounted to 
around $2,140,000,000. 


Of this sum more than one-third, 


of about $800,000,000, is estimated as 
America's share, divided 
between 


$320,000,000 of reimbursement cred- 
its and $480,000,000 of other short- 
term loans. This figure as of the end 
of 1931 and based upon the ILayton 
report with alterations based upon 
Reichsbank figures 
is the 
most 


nearly accurate estimate available. 


The painful summing 
up shows 


that $300,000,000 for American own- 
ership and participation in German 
plants, plus $200,000,000 of American 
holdings of German real estate, plus 
$300,0000,000 of American holdings 
of German stocks, plus $1,420,000,000 
of American long-term loans to Ger- 
many, plus $800,000,000 of American 
short-term loans to Germany, gives 
a grand total of $3,020,000,000 direct 
American investment in this coun- 
try. 
This is around 40 per cent of 


all the foreign capital in Germany, 
estimated by the Reichsbank as ap- 
proximately 
$7,000,000,000 
and 


makes us beyond 
comparison the 


largest creditor. 


That this is a conservative figure 


of the stake of America in Germany 
may be appreciated by consideration 
of the place of the German market 
in American foreign trade. During 
the few years of comparative stabil 
ity that Germany enjoyed during 
the last decade, this country was 
our third largest market and took 
close to half a billion dollars worth 
of goods a year. Nearly 1,200 Amer- 
ican firms selling their products in 
Germany through permanent Ger- 
man agents are listed in the Com- 
mercial Attache's Office in Berlin. 


Out of the sum of $3,020,000,000, 


the only amount even, theoretically 
subject to 
liquidation under 
the 


present circumstances Is the $800,- 
000,000 of short-term loans. 
AB 


long as the credit crisis lasts, and 
as long as the German restrictions 
on the exchange of marks Into for- 
eign currency last, the only part of 
the American stake that could be 
withdrawn would be that part of the 
$800,000,000 
of 
short-term 
loans 


which the stand-still agreement al- 
lots to America for withdrawal. Any 
sale of American ownership or par- 
ticipation in German plants, 
any 


sale of 
American-owned 
German 


real estate or German stocks, would 
ha\e to be made at a terrific loss If 
the sale were made at the present 
unprecedented low market, and af- 
ter the sale were mado there would 
bo no -nay of converting- the marks 
into dollars and getting them out 
of the country. German bonds held 
abroad may, of course, bs sold, but 
the transfer from one American to 
another leaves the American stake 
In this country unchanged. In oth- 
er words, for the time being at least 
there is no escape from our interest 
in Germany. This may very well be

Why So Un»ttractfr» Now? 


But what ar« the changes that 


have com* about in Germany that 
make this country so much less at- 
tractive to American Investors to- 
day than during the years 1924-1929? 
The movement of American capital 
to Germany began In October, 1924, 
when the $110,000,000 of the Dawes 
plan loan allotted to America was 
sold. 
The Dawes bonds were sold 


as the succeeding1 issues of German 
bonds were sold, on the strength of 
the foreign public's belief in 
the 


German ability to "come back," and 
the popular confidence in the Ger- 
man economic potentialities. 


These potentialities are today even 


greater than they were in 1924. The 
German Industrial plant has been 
strengthened, rationalized, expanded 
since that time. 
Germany in 1929 


was swimming strongly in the world 
economic stream. 
Economically to- 


day Germany would undoubtedly be 
suffering in any case with a. depres- 
sed world. 
Economically tomorrow 


Germany is better 
prepared 
than 


ever to spring again into world com- 
petition with an 
equipment 
that 


should insure its superiority 
over 


most countries in the world. 
But 


what happened that makes Germany 
today any more different than the 
rest of the world is different from 
1929?

July, 1930, the Rhineland popula- 
tion feli~upon the Separatists and 
took vengeance for their treachery

Cooper's hill -was favorably reported 
by the committee but during 
the 


rush of business at the last of the 
session, it was not acted on. 


Seeks Hearing 


Kading is now working to have a 


hearing held on the bill during this 
session of Congress. The facts which 
he -will submit m favor of the meas- 
ure are as follows: 


Victor L. Berger, and others. Were 


indicted on Feb. -, 1928, for an al- 
leged violation of the espionage act, 
the indictment having been based on 
articles Mr. Berger had either writ- 
ten or had permitted to be published 
in the Leader, of which he was the 
editor, and on speeches he made op- 
posing American participation in the 
AVorld war.

MILK PRODUCTION 


AT RECORD LEVEL 


Mild Winter Is Credited With 


Bringing Unusually Heavy 
Flow 
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Madison—With 
th» 
extremely 


mild winter weather and the large 
number of cows on farms In Wis- 
consin, the production of milk at 
the present time is probably at a 
record level for January. Farmers 
*ro not feeding quite as heavily as 
a year ago because of the lo*r 
prices of milk and also because of 
the fact that grain and hay crops 
were rather short in 1931. 


Milk production per cow Is slight- 


ly under a year ago. but there are 
more cows on farms this year thari 
last, according to the crop reporting 
service of the Wisconsin and United 
States departments of agriculture 
at Madison. 


The commercial uses being made 


of milk in Wisconsin are somewhat 
different from a j-ear ago. Accord- 
Ing to dairy reporters from all parts 
of the state, the quantity of milk 
sold as whole milk 
has 
declined 


about 10 per cent during the last 
year, wherea-j the portion separated 
for the sale of cream has Increased 
about 18 per cent. 


Milk used In the farm-household 


for such purposes as household milk, 
household cream, and the making: of 
farm butter has increased about nine 
per cent during this period. 
The 


portion of milk fed to calves is now 
about 15 per cent below a year ago 
because there are fewer calves be- 
ing raised in the state. 


For the United States the average 


milk production per cow is reported 
to be slightly under a year ago, but 
with the larger number of cows on 
farms In most states, the production 
for the country as a whole Is being 
maintained at high levels. In the 
eastern states \vhere much feed is 
purchased and the milk outlets are 
largely the city markets, farmers 
are feeding about nine per cent less 
grain than a year ago, and their 
production is also smaller this year 
than last according to the bureau of 
agricultural economics. In the states

Economist Suggests Law as 


Halt to Price-cutting 


and Depressions

Ing the manufacturer the right to 
refuse to sell to any dealtr or dis- 
tributor for any reason whatsoever 
1* reoommended In a surrey on price 
cutting foot completed by Prof. Ed- 
win R. A. SellgmBTi, economist of 
Columbia university. 
The aurrey was bepun about a 
year ago and embraces about 20 
industries. The work was sponsored 
by Edward Plaut, chairman of the 
New Tork Board of Trade commit- 
tee appointed to make a 
special 
study of the problem. The full re- 
port on the survey will be published 
in February. Some of the salient 
points made In the report however, 
were made public today by Mr. 
Plaut 
Prof. Seligman concludes that pre- 
datory price-cutting constitutes a 
real menac* to the welfare of retail 
trade. He strongly advocates legis- 
lation whereby prices may be main- 
tained. 
Professor Sellgman's report Is re- 
garded as a bulwark for the Capper- 
Kelly bill which seeks to legalize the 
making of contracts to maintain re- 
tail prices. The bill now before con- 
gress presents the most clear-cut 
method of restoring the 
right of 
maintaining prices, says the report, 
adding: 


Boosts Bill 


"Our investigation has uncovered 
no fundamental economic basis for 
opposition to this form of price main- 
tenance. The Capper-Kelly bill, in 
our estimation, would mark a dis- 
tinct step forward despite some of 
the criticism which may be legiti- 
mately preferred against it." 
Should the Capper-Kelly bill fail 
to pass congress, however, professor 
Sehgman believes more conservative 
measures for resale price mainten- 
ance may meet with success. For 
such a contingency he revives faith 
in the refusal-to-sell method of price 
maintenance and recommends the 
elimination of all possible legal bar- 
riers which today keep this from be- 
ing effective. 


The report embraces five 
man 
points. 
It recommends legislation 
making it legal in every respect for 
a manufacturer to refuse to sell any 
dealer or distributor for any reason 
•whatsoever. It suggests a revision 
of the law to make legal the inter- 
change of information in the trades 
about price cutters. It proposes spe 
cial machinery similar to the federal 
tiade commission's trade 
practice 


conferences, but conferences demo 
cratically run by business men. To 
strengthen the refusal-to-sell plan, r 
suggests a law to permit making 
contracts whereby manufacturers 
could oblige wholesalers and jobbers 
to lefuse to sell to those retailers 
to whom the manufacturer does not 
want to sell for any reason. In con- 
nection with these contracts it favors 
legal 
action 
by manufacturers 
against violators of these distribu- 
tion-controlled 
contracts 
on 
the 
gtound of violation of a property 
right. 
"Practices which were mpre or less 


bearable during the period of pros- 
perity," the report reads, "were felt 
as unbearable during hard times, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that busi- 
ness rivalry has come more and 
more to assume the character of cut 
throat competition. Some of 
the 


price cutters themselves have be- 
come doubtful as to the wisdom of 
their policy, and the controversy as 
to the distinction between fair and 
unfair competition has flared 
up 
anew." 


Prof. Seligman has an internation- 
al reputation as an economist. He is 
at present economic adviser to the 
Cuban government.
